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REMARKS  BY  THE  AUDITORS. 

We  are  happy  to  find  that  the  Commissioners  and  their  subordinate  off 
«ers  shew  a commendable  zeal  to  guard  the  County  against  impositions,  an 
that  a system  of  reform,  to  some  extent,  has  been  introduced  into  the  man 
agement  of  its  affairs.  Something,  however,  we  think  still  remains  to  be  dont 
It  will  be  seen,  by  a statement  accompanying  these  papers,  that  there  is 
large  amount  of  outstanding  Taxes.  We  think  there  should  be  no  such  ai 
count  to  exhibit — that  there  should  be  no  Taxes  outstanding  at  the  end  < 
each  year.  It  appears  by  a reference  to  the  statement  of  the  Taxes  receive< 
that  nine  out  of  the  twenty-seven  Collectors,  for  the  last  year,  have  settle 
and  paid  off  their  duplicates  in  full,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  tl 
others,  with  the  same  exertions,  might  also  have  settled  theirs.  1 ranscrip 
of  balances  due  by  Collectors  ought  to  be  carefully  entered  up  according' 
law,  in.  order  that  they  may  be  a lien  on  their  estates.  And  we  would  r 
commend  and  urge  it  upon  the  Commissioners  and  Treasurer,  that  in  all  ci 
ses  where  the  respective  duplicates  are  not  settled  within  the  year  in  whit 
they  are  issued,  that  then  process  immediately  be  issued  to  compel  their  se 
tlement,  without  respect  to  persons.  If  the  Commissioners,  when  they  issi 
the  duplicates,  would  give  public  notice  that  such  would  be  their  course, 
could  not  reasonably  be  deemed  a hardship. 

We  would  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  people,  and  of  the  county  auth 
rities  particularly,  to  the  subject  of  our  County  Jail.  It  will  be  seen  that  1 
maintenance  of  prisoners  in  the  Jail  forms  a heavy  item  of  expenditure. 
By  a proper  arrangement,  this,  we  believe,  might  be  avoided.  It  has  be 
suggested  that,  with  a small  expense,  workshops  might  be  erected  in  the  J 
yard,  and  such  arrangements  made  so  that  all  those  convicted  of  petty  oflt 
ces  might  be  usefully  and  profitably  employed,  whereby  the  county  might 
relieved  from  the  expense,  and  the  cause  of  morality  promoted.  By  the  p 
sent  system  we,  in  a manner,  publicly  encourage  sloth  and  idleness.  0 
prison  is  a complete  school  of  vice  and  immorality,  whereas  humanity  wou 
dictate  that  the  unfortunate  inmates  should,  if  possible,  be  led  into  habits 
industry,  by  which  they  might  be  enabled  to  earn  an  honest  living.  1 lit 
abuses  are  the  result  of  the  system  ; no  blame  can  be  alleged  against  t 
Sheriff  or  Keeper. 

With  respect  to  our  Poor  House  establishment,  we  wish  to  make  some  ( 
servations.  This  establishment  is  still  an  enormous  burthen  to  our  coun 
taking  into  consideration  that  one  of  the  best  Farms  in  the  county  beloti 
thereto.  It  is  our  opinion  some  of  the  expenditure  may  be  reduced,  if  me 
ures  were  taken,  that  if  possible  all  wearing  apparel  were  manufactured 
the  establishment,  and  if  a surplus  could  be  produced  in  any  manufaclu 
this  would  go  to  reduce  the  g’eneral  expenditure.  _ 3 

Our  fearful  item  of  expense  might  be  considerably  reduced,  which  is  Wfj 
key.  Why  must  the  inmates  have  this  soul  and  body  destroying  bevert 
in  so  large  a quantity?  The  use  of  spirituous  liquors  is  confessedly 
chief  cause  of  pauperism  in  our  county.  It  is  our  opinion  they  should  hi 
none  allowed  except  on  particular  occasions,  and  then  but  sparingly, 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to  use  the  strictest  economy  in  all ! 
every  respect.  It  strikes  us  that  a good  deal  may  be  saved  by  getting 
Groceries  from  Philadelphia,  such  as  Sugar,  Coffee,  Molasses,  Salt,  &c.  n 
To  buy  these  articles  from  wholesale  merchants,  and  haul  them  with  tl; 
own  team,  would  be  a saving  in  the  carriage,  and  also  in  the  price  of 
goods.
